A bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, 
of good behaviour, given to hospitality, 
apt to teach; Not given to wine, no 
striker, not greedy of filthy lucre; but 
patient, not a brawler, not covetous; one 
that ruleth well his own house, having 
his children in subjection with all gravi- 
ty; (For if a man know not how to rule 
his own house, how shall he take care of 


the Church of God?)” 1 Tim. 3:1-5. 


“Or he that exhorteth, on exhortation: he 
that giveth, let him do it with simplicity; 
he that ruleth, with diligence; he that 
sheweth mercy, with cheerfulness,” Rom. 
12:8. “Moreover if thy brother shall tres- 
pass against thee, go and tell him his 
fault between thee and him alone: if he 
shall hear thee, thou hast gained thy 
brother. But if he will not hear thee, then 
take with thee one or two more, that in 
the mouth of two or three witnesses ev- 
ery word may be established.

My thought in taken from James 1:15, 
finished sin. Finished means to bring to 
an end. When we look around us and see 
how people are partaking of sin we won- 
der if they really know what the end 
will be. James is here warning the Chris- 
tian people for he says, “When lust hath 
conceived, it bringeth forth sin.” When 
lust enters the heart, it brings sin with 
it. Lust brings that longing desire and 
carnal appetite for the things of sin. But 
the saddest part is when sin is finished, 
it brings forth death, which is not physi- 
cal death, but eternal damnation to the 
soul that lets sin run its course and reign 
within it. Paul says in Rom. 6:23 that 
“the wages of sin is death.” If you go 
and hire to a man, you want to know 
what your wages are. God has already 
set the wages for sin, which is death 
(eternal death). ‘ 

Oh, just think of the horrible things 
sin causes. We can see the effects every 
day as it runs and finishes its course in 
the lives of its victim—men committing 
suicide, whole families wrecked and 
ruined—but still some people will harbor 
it in their bosoms and say, “We can’t do 
without it.” Oh, it is time people are 


taking a stand against it. Look at the 
penitentiaries they are filling, and the 
chain gangs and electric chairs that are 
being occupied on its account today, and 
still millions of people will cheer its in- 
fluence. 

Sin will master you under its influence 
little by little until it gets its deathly 
grip and finishes its course. 

I read of a man who caught a boa 
constrictor while it was small and kept 
and trained it till it was grown. One eve- 
ning he walked out under a flood of stage 
lights and said, “Ladies and gentlemen, I 
have a large snake in this corner over 
here. Don’t get excited for it will come 
at my command and coil itself about my 
body and then uncoil and go back to its 
place.” He gave the command and it 
didn’t come. He put forth effort after 
effort and finally it came slowly across 
the stage, leaving its slimy trail, and 
slowly wound itself about his body. But 
something else happened, bones began to 
pop, women screamed; it uncoiled itself, 
leaving the body a lifeless heap. You may 
think you can control your sin but it 
will grow so big after while till it will

Great Tribulation 


“For then shall be great tribulation, 
such as was not since the beginning of 
the world to this time, no, nor ever shalt 
be. Immediately after the tribulation of 
those days shall the sun be darkened, and 
the moon shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall fall from heaven, and the pow- 
ers of the heavens shall be sharex,” Rev. 
24:21, 29. 


We are sure these two verses refer to 
the great tribulation which is spoken of 
as a seven-year period. Verse 29 brings 
us to the close of that period when the 
sun will be darkened and the moon shall 
not give her light. This is at the time 
when Jesus comes back on the clouds of 
heaven to reign a thousand years. 

In previous editorials you have noticed 
that the rapture is over before the break- 
ing of the first seal. Rev. 5:9-12. At the 
breaking of the first seal the man of sin 
is revealed. None of these seals have been 
broken yet. Of course we have had much 
trouble in the land, earthquakes, wars, 
storms and pestilences, and today there is 
more trouble in the world thaa ever be- 
fore. Jesus spoke of these as troublesome 
times. But I am sure we have not entered 
the tribulation week. 

In the last issue we took up the man 
of sin and told where we thought he 
would come from. We also explained the 
first three years and a half of the tribula- 
tion week. Our editorails today are on a 
part of the last three years and a half. 

From the time of the breaking of the 
first seal till the time of the breaking of 
the second seal -is approximately three 
years and a half. 


PEACE TAKEN FROM THE 
EARTH 
‘And when he had opened the second 
seal, I heard the second beast say, Come 
and see. And there went out another 
horse that was red: and power was giv- 


en to him that sat thereon to take peace 
from the earth, and that they should kill 
one another: and there was given unto 
him a great sword,” Rev. 6:3, 4. 

This red horse represents war and 
bloodshed. We have had many wars and 
of late years the most horrible wars the 
world has ever heard about. But at the 
breaking of this second seal peace is tak- 
en from the earth. The entire world will 
be under the man of sin. This will be the 
greatest tribulation that the world has 
ever witnessed. Antichrist sets out to 
force the world to worship him and he 
places a mark on those that stand with 
him; those that refuse his mark he will 
put to death sometime during this last 
three years and a half. Rev. 13:16, 17. 

This will involve the entire world. 
Antichrist’s seat will be in the holy land, 
possibly in the city of Jerusalem. When 
the Christians who have been left after 
the rapture rebel against him when he 
demands everybody to worship him as 
God, it will cause him to muster all the 
fighting forces of the world in an effort 
to subdue and to bring every one into 
subjection to him. 


THE THIRD SEAL 


‘And when he had opened the third 
seal, I heard the third beast say, come and 
see. And I beheld, and lo a black horse; 
and he that sat on him had a pair of 
balances in his hand. And I heard a voice 
in the midst of the four beasts say, A 
measure of wheat for a penny, and three 
measures of barley for a penny; and see 
thou hurt not the oil and the wine,” Rev. 
6:5, 6. 

The man on the black horse has a pair 
of balances in his hand. He is to measure 
out food. This denotes the scarcity of 
food. He is to give them a measure of 
wheat for a penny, that is, about a pint 
and a half for about fifteen cents. This 
signifies that a great famine is on. There 
generally follows a long seize of war 
scarcity and want. The red horse repre- 
sents universal war and the black horse 
represents universal famine. All men 
available will be taken to war and there 
will be no force left except those who 
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are not old enough or strong enough to 
go to war, consequently there will be lit- 
tle food produced during those years. 

The angel gives orders not to hurt the 
oil and the wine. Joel tells us that the 
herds of cattle were perplexed because 
they had no pasturage, the flocks were 
made desolate and the beasts of the field 
cry because they had no food. Joel 1:18, 
20. 

“Their visage is blacker than a coal; 
they are not known in the streets: their 
skin cleaveth to their bones; it is with- 
ered, it is become like a stick. They that 
be slain with the sword are better than 
they that be slain with hunger: for these 
pine away, stricken through for want of 
the fruits of the field. The hands of the 
pitiful women have sodden their own 
children: they were their meat in the de- 
struction of the daughter of my people,” 
Lam. 4:8-10. 

This will be an awful time for the peo- 
ple on earth but if the saints will watch 
and pray always they will be accounted 
worthy to escape all these things’ and 
stand before the Son of man. Luke 21: 
36. All who fail to go in the rapture will 
go into the tribulation week. The black 
horse will come forth, or famine will be- 
gin, after the red horse has been turned 


loose and war has involved all nations, - 


and they will go side by side and the suf- 
fering will be terrible. 


THE FOURTH SEAL 

“And when he had opened the fourth 
seal, I heard the voice of the fourth beast 
say, Come and see. And I looked, and be- 
hold a pale horse: and his name that sat 
on him was Death, and Hell followed 
with him. And power was given unto 
them over the fourth part of the earth, 
to kill with the sword, and with hunger, 
and with death, and with the beasts of 
the earth,” Rev. 6:7, 8. 

This pale horse’s rider was Death. 
Thousands will die from diseases caused 
by war and starvation. Hell followed 
with Death, and power was given them 
over a fourth part of the earth. They 
will kill the people with sword, hunger 
and the beasts of the earth. This signifies 
that war is still going on and hunger and 
disease are still prevalent and the people 
are too weak to resist them. The beasts 
are so affected by the famine that they 
will be bold and will roam into the in- 
habited regions and ferociously devour 
the inhabitants. Ezekiel refers to this as 
God’s four sore judgments. Ezek. 14:17- 
21. 

This awful time of calamity begins at 
the middle of the tribulation week and 
it will be a time of awful suffering. If 
we could only realize how near the time 
for Jesus to come for His own is, we cer- 
tainly would wake up and seek God with 
all our heart. All this suffering will come 
on those who are not ready to go in the 
rapture.

The Tattling Tongue 

The tattling tongue has been attacked 
from many sides. It comes under such 
heads as gossip, backbiting, criticism, and 
fault finding. All of these are fatal 
terms, fatal to the guilty person; harm- 
ful, and possibly fatal to the person who 
is the victim. 

Gossip has been called the meanest 
thing in the world. “‘A gossip is a public 
menace, and richly deserves to be muz- 
zled, for a biting, dishonest, human 
tongue can do more harm than the snap- 
ping jaws of a dog.” 

The gossip may ruin a good name, split 
the Church, make enemies of friends, dis- 
turb the peace of the town. None are 
safe from the serpentine  gossiper’s 
tongue. 

The tattler does not wait to know the 
facts before repeating something he has 
heard. Of course it is hearsay. The ugli- 
est, meanest and vvilest hearsays are re- 
peated as most interesting news. How 
many good commendable things are for- 
gotten, but it’s the ugly and vile that 
is remembered and repeated. 

It is said that some dig their graves 
with their teeth, and is it not equally 
true that many have dug their spiritual 
graves with their tongue? We talk too 
much. 

Here is a good remedy, given by an old 
saint of God: 

NOT A WORD 

Not railing for railing, not a word. 
How much is lost by a word! Be still; 
keep quiet; if they smite you on one 
cheek, turn the other also. Never retort. 
Hush—not a word. Never mind your 
reputation nor character—they are in 
His hands, and you mar them by trying 
to retain them. 

Open not your mouth, Silence. A word 
will grieve, disturb, frighten away the 
gentle dove. Hush—not a word! Are you 
misunderstood? Never mind! Will it 
hurt your influence and weaken your 
power for good? Leave it to Him. His to 
take care and charge. Are you wronged 
and your good name tarnished? All right. 
Be it yours to be meek and lowly; simple 
and gentle—not a word. Let Him keep 
you in perfect peace; stay your mind on 
Him; trust in Him. Hush! Be quiet be- 
fore the world and rest in Him. Not a 
word of argument, debate or controversy. 
Mind your own business; be still. 

Never judge nor condemn, never ar- 
raign nor censure. Not a word! Never 
an unclean nor an unkind expression. 
Never a doubt nor a fear. Never a dis- 
paraging remark of another. As you 


would others should do to the world, so 
do ye. 

Pause! Be still! Selah! Not a word, em- 
phatically; not even a look, that will 
mar the sweet serenity of the soul. Get 
still. Know God. Keep silent before Him. 
Stillness is better than noise. 

Not a word of murmuring or com- 
plaining in supplication; not a word of 
nagging nor persuading. Let language be 
simple, gentle, quiet, you utter not a 
word, but give Him opportunity to speak. 
Hearken to hear His voice. Listen to 
obey. This is the way to honor and know 
Him. Not a word—not the last word! 

Words make trouble. Be still. This is 
the voice of the Spirit. Take no thought 
for tomorrow; worry not about home, 
church or business cares. Cast all on 
Him, and not a word. We think so hard, 
pray so hard, and trust so hard, that we 
become unrestful and disquieted and 
noisy, and thus drive Him away. Worry 
makes the place of His abiding unpleas- 
ant, and He leaves. 

Not a word to any one of your wor- 
ries, nor of desire to know what to do. 
Take it out of His hands. He is to keep 
in perfect peace; but do not go to an- 
other for wisdom or direction. 

I had a severe trial, long continued. I 
rode with a dear brother in the cars, and 
I opened to him my heart, and poured 
out my weighty burdens in his ears; I 
took his earnest advice to my heart.

Financial Comparison 


By J. H. WALKER, General Overseer 


Financial comparison made on a “Busi- 
ness Week” index of business aétivities 
for 1937, 1938, 1939 compared with the 
business done by the Church of God for 
same period. 

The Business Week takes the years of 
1923-25 as the 100% basis. This, of 
course, as you know, is after the high 
prices brought on by the World War and 
prior to the boom of 1929. You will 
notice on this graft that 100% is shown 
by number. 


We have made a comparison of the 
work of the Church of God, using this 
same year as a basis of 100%, and you 
can readily see by the figures the rapid 
progress that has been made by the 
Church of God over these years. 


First, the little figure 1 represents 
the business standing of the United States 
of America for the year 1938 which 
stands at about 85% compared with 
100% in 1923-25. These figures are 
shown from a cross section as it were of 
various businesses: PRODUCTION, 
TRADE, PRICES, FINANCE, BANK- 
ING, and STOCK MARKET being tak- 
en from possibly thousands of industries 
and shown by figures of the “Business 
Week” May 20, 1939. 


Figure 4 represents the high point of 
the United States business which ranked 
at 111% for 1937. 


But for those years please look at 
figure 6 which indicates the height to 
which the Church of God general fi- 
nancial receipts climbed in 1937 to 
314%, using the figures of 1923-25 as 
100% basis the same as the Business 
Week does the basis of the United States 
of America. 


Then look at figure 7. This high alti- 
tude indicates the point reached by the 
Church of God" financial receipts for the 
year 1938 which towers to 340% above 
1923’s 100% record. 


Now more carefully look at figure 3 
which indicates the point on the graft 
where the total receipts of the Church 
of God had climbed for the first four 
months of 1938, which was about 105%, 
which means the Church of God received 
more money for January, February, 
March, and April, 1938, than was re- 
ceived for the entire year 1923-24 aver- 
age. 

Now look to figure 5 and you will 
find indicated the position Church fi- 


nance has climbed to during the first 
four months of this year, which is 118%. 
This shows already a 13% gain over last 
year’s or half as much as 1938 gained 
over 1937. Therefore, if we can continue

climbing, we may expect a great year 
this year. 

It is clearly to be seen that the general 
trend of business for 1939 has taken a

nance nor order, without authority to in 
anywise attend to church business. We 
confidently expect to see the Church of 
God maintain the Bible standard of doc- 
trine and victory and thereby be kept 
from apostasy because she recognizes and 
appreciates the necessity and blessedness 
of both. For to save our spirituality we 
will do so only by subscribing strictly to 
New Testament government. And we 
can maintain the New Testament stand- 
ard of government when and only when 
we are led by the Spirit. Anything that 
saps the Church’s spirituality will destroy 
her government. Should we weaken on 
either then her influence and usefulness 
will be wrecked. If there are those among 
us who are trying to build up the one, 
and at the same time neglecting the 
other, they are doomed to a miserable 
failure. Both are revealed in the Church’s 
bill of rights (New Testament). They 
are essential to our harmony and happi- 
ness. True Church of God people appre- 
ciate both and are determined that 
neither shall suffer. By maintaining them 
we are enjoying the blessings and com- 
mendation of the head of the Church and 
are gaining the favor and co-operation of 
true saints at home and abroad. 


PERSONS 

Who have been: dominated over by 
church government which gives no place 
for spirituality hesitate to seek God for 
spiritual experiences for fear of religious 
fanaticism or heresy. Others who have 
accepted spirituality as the all inclusive 
and exclusive relationship draw back 
from government for fear of coming un- 
der religious bondage and slaves to ec- 
clesiastical dictators, and we sympathize 
with both for truly there is fanaticism 
and to spare among people who make the 
Bible to depend upon their visions, 
dreams, tongues, interpretations, despis- 
ing even the thought of government, rule 
or ruler (except when they can be the 
ruler). It is true that others are equally 
as far in error who make legal fellowship 
the only and all inclusive church rela- 
tionship. 

BUT BOTH 

Classes are inexcusable when it comes 
to rejecting a Church that accepts and 
makes the New Testament standard of 
spirituality and government its standard. 
For there is nothing in this TRUE order 
to be afraid of or that will in the least 
frighten those whose purpose is to enjoy 
their Scriptural rights. However, there 
is danger and much to alarm honest 
hearts in a one-sided Church view, which 
totally spiritualize the Church, granting 
each soul the right to be governed by 
his personal opinion or private interpreta- 
tion, thus allowing a religious myth to 
supercede sound doctrine, resulting in 
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free loveism, spiritualism, Eddyism, and 
dozens of other damnable isms, all seek- 


_ing pre-eminence in the ranks of Chris- 


tianity, laying claims to special leadings 
of God which makes Him a divider of 
His own people. This spirit, only church 
philosophy, genders a shout, but not a 
shout of victory. Disciples of it will re- 
sent quickly and deeply any teaching 
which restrains them and raises a stand- 
ard for their deportment, stating that 
their conscience is to be their guide in 
matters of dress, amusements, drinks, to- 
baccos, and other questionable indulgen- 
cies, which they claim is their own 
personal privilege to enjoy. This “do as 
you please,” “walk as you feel led,” self- 
willed, | government-despising church 
teaching has been and is yet one of 
Satan’s most effective ways of bringing 
and maintaining so many of his destruc- 
tive divisions among Christians. On the 
other hand, the one-sided view that sets 
forth that the Church of God is purely 
a government and that legal or govern- 
mental relationship is all there is to be- 
ing a member is just as erroneous and 
fully as dangerous, for such teachings set 
at naught the blood and Spirit of Christ, 
setting up a form of godliness without 
any power, from such Paul admonishes 
Timothy to turn away, 2 Tim. 3:5. Verse 
7 says, “Ever learning, and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth.” 
The first is a religious error which ap- 
peals to free-lance imaginations and emo- 
tions. The second is a religious form 
which appeals to the carnal who desire a 
religion without going through the refin- 
ing processes of salvation. 


HOWEVER, 


True spirituality and true government 
will appeal to and draw true saints to- 
gether and effect a blessed unity, where 
real, unquestionable Bible doctrine and 
fellowship can be experienced and en- 
joyed. And herein is the Church of God 
distinguished from independent mis- 
sions, nominal churches and religious so- 
cieties, by its spirituality and government 
with ideals high enough, honest enough, 
strong enough to accept and enjoy the 
whole truth, and power enough to elim- 
inate alien, hostile, and modernistic ele- 
ments. 

Then when controversy threatens to 
rend it, the Church proposes to exercise 
its God-given rights in dealing with any 
controversy, and in this it is justified for 
such is both scriptural and necessary, as 
the Church’s prosperity and peace de- 
pend upon same. But for such steps to 
meet divine approval and be binding, they 
must be so by being in harmony with 
the Spirit of the Word as well as the let- 
ter. Since it is impossible to vision God’s 
Church without government, to vision it 
without spirituality is equally as impos- 
sible. The Bible, our textbook, reveals 
both. When in these last days God re- 
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opened the springs of full spirituality, He 
at the same time began to restore Bible 
government, and while we admit that 
government within itself is not suffici- 
ent, yet it is absolutely necessary to the 
edification and protection of the religi- 
ous life. Then the Church has a God-giv- 
en mission which it could not fulfill 
without both. A full-gospel, world-wide 
mission program, care of orphans, aged 
ministers, ministers’ widows, Bible Train- 
ing Schools, Sunday Schools, Young Peo- 
ple’s work, Church publications, ladies’ 
work call for a real CHURCH ROOT- 
ED AND GROUNDED IN LOVE, ES- 
TABLISHED IN THE WHOLE 
TRUTH, and it seems reasonable to me 
that if spirituality plus government is 
the Bible order, surely a union of God’s 
people under such system would effect a 
unity whereby the Church could soon 
finish its mission and thus hasten the 
coming of its Head. If both are scrip- 
tural, then it becomes the duty of His 
children to subscribe to same and, prove 
their value by abiding therein, for obedi- 
ence is the only way to please God. Thus - 
we see a Church that fits into the whole 
New Testament and is fit to proclaim the 
whole truth. We have no respect for any 
church theory that rules the blood of 
our Lord and the Holy Ghost out, and 
that which rejects government is equally 
as dangerous, so let us stick fast to and 
stand hard by that which is so precious 
to our hearts. 


NO DISCOURAGEMENT 


There is nothing which indicates that 
any true Church of God person is dis- 
couraged, for he knows that she will 
never abandon true spirituality, neither 
will she depart from Bible government, 
for it takes both to complete sound doc- 
trine. One is as holy as the other, they are 
in harmony and it takes both to get har- 
mony on this subject. There has been 
much prayer, care, research and labor on 
our part in searching out and setting 
forth what we know to be the scriptural 
doctrines and teachings of the Church, 
and to get it well established in the 
homeland, and we are happy over what 
has been accomplished. 


ON THE OTHER HAND 


We are conscious of two evils which 
seem to always lurk near; namely, false 
satisfaction, or ease; second, false doc- 
trine. For us to become satisfied or pleased 
to the extent that we sense or feel no 
danger is about the worst calamity that 
could befall us in critical times like we 
live in (I am no calamity howler), but 
watchfulness, diligence, care and cour- 
age are necessary if we are to maintain 
the Bible standard and keep false doctrine 
and teachers out. To truly recognize and 
realize the extent of the responsibility 
resting upon us, to examine ourselves as 
to whether we are willing to faithfully 
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and fearlessly bear it is a matter that 
calls for our most serious and anxious 
thought. To feel our responsibility and 
be conscious of our weaknesses are both 
necessary. To be conscious of and con- 
fess our shortcoming is not to proclaim 
that we are faint-hearted, still less to 
suggest that we are lowering the stand- 
ard, or have fallen away. To acknowledge 
that we are not sufficient of ourselves 
places us in position to call and lean upon 
God, for our sufficiency is of Him. Some 
may feel humiliated to admit that they 
had ever erred in judgment or act, yet 
when people are honest enough to admit 
their failures in the spirit of repentance, 
that is a hopeful sign, for as long as 
one’s attitude is such that he will make 
proper preparations he will find a way 
out. So with the Church. But should 
anyone ever reach the place where he 
attempts to justify himself in failures or 
wrongs he will have reached a fallen 
state. 
NEITHER 


Minister nor layman should ever be 
ashamed to acknowledge it when proven 
to be wrong. It matters not about official 
standing, or effect, none should be afraid 
because of those within or without our 
ranks who might criticize us. Confession 
of faults is blessedly helpful, for this 
shows that future actions or words will 
be more carefully guarded. The fact that 
some may see error and acknowledge it is 
not enough (should error exist), but all 
leaders, those in authority, who have 
power and influence, must keep a clear 
vision and use their power and influence 
in correcting irregularities should such 
arise. 

THE CHURCH OF GOD 


Is a divine institution, with a divine 
mission. Its members have both the di- 
vine and human nature, and while there 
is much evidence that the divine nature 
was blessedly manifest in the early history 
of the Church, it is true that there was 
much of the human nature manifest 
among the same people in the same age. 
The Church has always carried on a 
warfare against weakness within and 
stubborn opposition without, and this 
conflict will continue until the day when 
He who loves and understands it best 
comes to receive it unto Himself. The 
early workers did not abandon their task, 
nor shirk their duty, in endeavoring to 
enlighten and persuade souls to be recon- 
ciled to God and come with them; 
neither shall we. While opposition may be 
strong and stubborn, hindering us from 
making the gains or progress that we 
would like to, we can and we WILL pre- 
serve our ideals as to what it took and 
what it will take, to have the Church of 
God as He did and would have—GOD’S 
PEOPLE UNDER GOD’S GOVERN- 
MENT. I know that the above scriptures 
are true, honest, just, pure, lovely, and

master you and leave you a miserable 
wreck, cause you to probably take some- 
body’s life or your own. I’m just a young 
man, but I’ve seen a lot of people reap the 
bitterness of sin. 

Another boy and I stood by the bed- 
side of a man who was about to step off 
the stage of action without God, and he 
said, “Boys, don’t ever backslide and go 
away from God. I once had the blessing 
but backslid and now I’m dying with- 
out God.” Oh, those words pierced my 
soul and many a time when the devil had 
all his foes against me those words would 
come to me and help me along. Another 
fellow told me just after I found the 
Lord, “Son, be careful and don’t go 
down for there is nothing in sin. I tried 
both lives. I lived for God nine years and 
went back in sin.” I tried to persuade 
him right there to turn to God but he 
said, “Not now, I intend to live right 
some time,” but sin got the best of him. 
This last spring his wife shot his brains 
out and the dogs licked them up. He 
went out to face an angry God; she went 
to the pen for life. Sin was finished in his 
life. 

God’s Word is just as true as the sun 
that shines and what it says it means just 
that. Man might think he can camouflage 
but brother, he can’t do away with the 
effects of sin. Sin is not to be played 
with. There is nothing too bad that can 
be said against it. As we look around and 
see how our nation is stooped in sin, we 
shudder as we realize what the outcome 
will be. 

The Bible tells us of a man who let 
sin run its course in his life. Daniel 5:1, 
“Belshazzar the king made a great feast 





to a thousand of his lords, and drank - 


wine before the thousand.” I can just pic- 
ture in my mind the kind of time they 
had. But people mustn’t forget that God 
still sits on the throne and looks on men’s 
deeds, whether they be good or evil. I 
can see them as they bring the sacred ves- 
sels of the house of God and begin to 
drink wine out of them. Such a time 
they were having! He might have been 
dancing with the other fellow’s wife, for 
all I know. But God steps in in the time 
of it all and over againsg the candlestick 
He writes the death sentence of a king. 

The devil promises people a good time 
in sin, but no matter how good a time 
Belshazzar had he had that feeling that 
something had gone wrong. V. 6, “Then 
the king’s countenance was changed, and 


his thoughts troubled him, so that the 
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joints of his loins were loosed, and his 
knees smote one against another.” That 
merry expression on his face fled as he 
felt the finger of God’s judgment at his 
heart; joy fled away; the sins he had been 
indulging in became as gall to him and 
his thoughts troubled him. And why 
should they not? for that message was 
the sealing of his destiny, for sin was just 
about to finish its course. His joints were 
loosed at his loins and his knees smote one 
against the other. 


Sinner, you can go in sin and not serve 
God, but when you realize that God has 
placed you in the judgment balance and 
sin has finished its course in your life, 
you will tremble too. Just think of a 
king who had the rule over a kingdom, 
one who could sit up and take down cap- 
tains and governors and could set his 
army against the foe; think of him stand- 
ing there trembling under the hand of 
God’s wrath. He wanted something done; 
he began to call the wise men of Babylon 
to his aid, but none could do him any 
good for they were not in touch with 
God themselves. So Daniel was summoned 
to the scene, a man in whom dwelt the 
Spirit of God. Many fail and make ship- 
wreck by taking what some man desti- 
tute of the Spirit of God says. It takes a 
man filled with the Spirit to bring out 
the Word of God, for Paul says that the 
natural man cannot receive the things of 
God, that is, understand them, till he 
comes in contact with God, for they are 
spiritually discerned. But Daniel gives 
him the message in the 27th verse, 
“Thou art weighed in the balance, and 
art found wanting.” Just think, kings 
weigh little in God’s sight. If God were 
to place you in the balance, how much 
would you weigh right now? God is dis- 
pleased with sin and has done everything 
since its origin to help the poor man that 
became a slave to it. Just think of the 
thousands of gallons ef innocent blood of 
those poor beast that were shed for man’s 
benefit and to help him carry his load for 
four thousand years, but Paul says that 
the blood of those animals could not take 
away sin. 

Something had to be done for God 
promised us a plan of redemption when 
man fell, so the angel told Mary in Matt. 
1:21 that Jesus should save His people 
from their sins. When a physician comes 
he gets to work and finds the trouble 
and then goes after the germ. That is 
just what God did, He went after the 
germ of sin by sending His Son to this 
world to die for us that we might be free 
from the curse of sin. He wasn’t playing 
with the world, neither does He expect us 
to pass it up lightly. I can hear Jesus 
in Matt. 11:28-30 saying, “Come unto 
me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest. Take my 
yoke upon you, .... For my yoke is 
easy, and my burden is light.” O dear 
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soul that is burdened down without 
hope, just come unto Him and He will 
give you rest. That precious Man, who 
‘slept on the cold mountain side with a 
stone under His head, can help you and 
lift your burden; the One who thought 
so much of you that He was willing to 
suffer on the cruel cross that you might 
be free, and that was His mission to this 
world to save the lost. Luke 19:10. 

As Jesus hangs on the cross with the 
sin of the world upon Him (not for any- 
thing He had done, but for us) I can 
see Him as He reaches down and gets a 
sin-cursed world by one hand and God 
by the other and crosses them on His 
breast and says, “It is finished.” Just 
think of the contrast of the word “fin- 
ished” here and the one in our text. The 
one in the text reveals the course of sin 
finished while this one reveals that the 
plan of salvation is complete. Oh, I can 
feel His presence now. I’m glad God 
saved me before sin had run its course 
in my life. I was a drunkard, gambler 
and many other things too numerous to 
mention but one night I heard Him say, 
“Come,” and I responded to His call. 
Some said I wouldn’t stay saved, but, 
praise our God, I found a Friend that 
sticketh closer than a brother. The same 
man who stilled the tempest that tossed 
the ship on Galilee, calmed my tempest 
one night before sin finished its course in 
my life. Oh, glory, come to Him now, or 
will you let sin ruin you and cause you 
to be lost?
